REMARKS 


Claims 1-8, 10-25, and 27 were indicated as allowed in the outstanding Office Action. 
The remaining claims have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer to be filed at a later 
date. 

Formal Matters - Ex Parte Ouayle 

The application was indicated as being in condition for allowance except for the formal 
matter of the amendment filed 09/09/10 not including a supplemental oath or declaration. 
Applicants' undersigned representative thanks Examiner Layno for discussing this matter in a 
telephone call on February 2, 2011. In that call, the Examiner asked that Applicants submit an 
amendment changing the dependency of claim 4 back to its original form (as issued in U.S. 
Patent No. 6,386,216), in which it is dependent on claim 2 instead of claim 1. With this 
amendment. Applicants respectfully submit that a supplemental oath or declaration should not be 
required.
